few rooms more or less intact and 
are making their homes in these.

In, but it is cave m an shelter. 
And Hie purpose of all this? I ts 
partly because Essen was Hie home 
of most of these folk. Not so long 
ago they had houses and apartm ents 
and business establishm ents there. 
Moreover, on of Germany's great 
problems is to find housing for dis­ 
placed peoples. Then, too. the coal 
mines in the Essen area are operat­ 
ing and many miners are among* 
those who live in the ruins. Other 
activities are getting under way and 
naturally there are many German 
civilians engaged in civic duties. 
British Feed People 
Scattered about the city are tiny 
shops

Speaking of food raises the ques­ 
tion of where the big population 
gets its sustenance. Tile British ad­ 
m inistration set’s to it th at every 
man, woman and child In this zone 
of operations gets daily 
rations. 
T hat is true not only in Essen but 
in other places. 
What is going on in Essen is be­ 
ing duplicated in most other places 
in the Rhur. Folks are clinging to 
their ruins and seem bent on making 
a go of it. 
The moral to this story is that 
the German people are possessed of 
an immense am ount of energy and 
persistence. Hitler harnessed these 
qualities for evil purposes. Tile Allies 
m ust harness them for good.
